cessful in treating that fatal disease of
attlo, the bloody murrain, and ho has
nrnished the following receipt for pub
'cntion, it having been tested thorough
y, and found efficacious in numerous

Take one and a half tablcspoonful
tf burnt nlum, pulverized, two spoon-
fuls of Bsltpctre pulverized; pnt them in
one pint of yeast or one quart of sour
buttermilk, put in a bottle, shake well,
then pfyr it down tho beast, and move
them gently for fifteen or twenty min-

utes, and if tho physio doca not work
in that time, repeat the dose.

For dry murrain, repeat tho dose
f yeast or buttermilk, and of snltpctro,

leaving out the nlum. Givo as above,
and repeat, if necessary. Monroe Press.

Judge Colon, of Ottawa, Illinois, an-

nounces in a late communication in the
Trairie Farmer, that he has succeeded
perfectly in granulating the syrup from
the Chincso tMigar Cane; and that, too,
with as much facility as he ever did from
the sugar maple, except that it required
a little moro time.

Township Fairs.

Tho editor of tho Akron Beacon, af-

ter attending the Richfield tp. fair, the
other day, says :

" Commend us to Township Fairs.
There is the sociability of neighbors and
friends, the honorable and not envi-
ous emulation of fellow-townsme-

something of tho heartiness of home.
Every one, we suppose, feels a degree of
weariness in making his way through
throngs of strangers at a crowded County
or State Fair. But in a township a Fair
is a sort of meeting of neighbors who
know each other, nnd whoso greetings
are hearty and heartfelt."

That is just tho way we have been
talking for two years past. The nearer
you get to the people, the more useful is
the fair. A mere show is nothing. The
lesson of excellence that reaches every
man's farm, orchard and garden, and
every woman's kitchen, dairy and fire-

side, and sets them to thinking and do-

ing, is the lesson to bo taught by our
industrial fairs. Besides, a township
fair is not bo risky. If the weather is
likely to be unfavorable, it can be post-
poned ; whereas, a largo County or State
Fair admits of no such management.
Ftate Fairs have their use for those who
are. rich enough to compete; County
Fairs aro still better, and should not be
open to outsiders ; but Township Fairs
come right home to the people, where
one man is as good as another. These
have increased largely this season, and
wo hopo will continue to spread and
multiply by hundrcda Ohio Cultivator.

Teaching Animals.
Tho farmer is the "schoolmaster"

of his herds. They are in the habit of
doing daily as be allows them to do.
They show training or the want of it.
They fly at his approach, or welcome
him. They arc gentle, or not, as he
teaches them to be. They watch his
feet, if ho is accustomed to kicking
t'icm. They kick back if he allows it.
Nothing adds to tho market value of
farm stock moro materially, with so
little cost, as the habits acquired in
youth. The cow, the horse, the ox, and
the dog are valued much according to
their habits or education so is the
man. The horse is frequently carefully
trained eo is the dog; tho ox and cow
aro as frequently "walloped into duty,"
as any way. I cannot see the propriety
of offering premiums for well trained
speed horses, and not for plow or draft
horses, or oxen and well trained cows.
In real importance to the farmer the lat-
ter aro far preferable. I would wish to
urge upon the farmer, and the farmer's
sons, the importance of careful, thorough
training of all farm animals. Use them
tenderly and gently at all ages, and you
will see theui manifest pleasure, rather
than fear, at your presence. In teach-
ing them to work, or to perform any du-
ty, you need to be thorough, not harsh;
kind, not cruel; and your forbearance
will gain their labor and your kindness
their love.

What in Imphee?
It is the African Sujar Cane. Forgho

ia the Chinese Sugar Cane, which h now
so much talked of and experimented on.
Tho Itnphce quite nearly resembles it in
botanical properties and in tho agricul-
tural and commercial value which it may
possess. If any great difference except
in the appearance of the seed exists be-

tween them, in these respects, it remains
yet to be noticed. But tho history of
Impheo is, according to Mr. Leonard
Wrav, quite different from that of the
Porgho. Sorgho, or the Cliineso Sugar
Cane, was first introduced into Europe,
fn 1851, by the Count do Motigny, con-eu- !

of Franceat that time, at Shanghai.
in China. It was planted by M. Robert
ci ioulon. from Una planting only
one sprout appeared. It grew and n- -

pened, and the seeds were distributed.
A gardener of Ilyerea succeeded in

tight hundred teeils, which were
bought by Vilraorin &. Co., of Paris, for
eight hundred francs.- - The plant then
mado its way rapidly. It wits cultivated
extensively, and from this source main-l- y

it was supplied to the United States.
The Imphee, on the other hand, was,

according to Mr. Wray, introduced into
Kuropoin the following way: While,t Tort Natal, in Africa, in 1851, be
found tho Imphee, or"sweet seed." grown
by the natives. lie collected the seeds
of all the varieties he could bear of, fif-
teen in all, planted them, and made su
gar from each of tbera. lie then left
1'ort Natal, went to Europe, planted it
in Kngland, Franee and liulgium, and
cUblislic4 iU ei'lture in the West
dice, JUuriJus, the Brazils, aad some
other oiutrie. It i now being
dared into the United States. Some
varieties of the Imphee ripen in ninety
Jaj from the seed.
